LONDON, April 13. 
(BUP) British bombers 
swept over northern France 
today in a gontinuation of the 


‘spring aerial offensive which 


hammered vital centres of 
Axis war production along a 
500-mile front from the Ruhr 
to northern Italy over the 
week-end. 

Dropping bombs at the rate of 

a ton a minute at the height of 
their stepped-up attacks, the Bri- 
tish aNd Canadian pilots struck 
at Ruhr factories working at top 
speed to cquip German divisions 
for their spring drives and at ar- 
senals and factories in Italy. 

A large force of RA.F. planes 
&ped over the Kent coast and across 
the Channe! for 30 minutes today, 
apparently bent on further attacks 
upon Nazi objectives in northern 
France) wh¢re some of the fiercest 


air fighting since the battle of Bri- 


tain occurred over the weekend. 

Home. based bombers made a 
round trip flight of some 1,500 
miles to rain bombs on the royal 
arsenal and the Fiat works in 
Turin, in the industrial triangle 
of north Italy. 

Surprisingly, the bombers told 
the city lighted and encountered 
neither fighter opposition nor anti- 
aircraft fire. When the first bombs

KUIBYSHEV, Russia, April 13.—(BUP)—Germany is 
sending hundreds of fighter and bomber planes to the east- 


ern front as a prelude to her 
but the Nazis never will regain 


anticipated spring offensive, 
air mastery over Russia, the 


Communist party organ Pravda said today. 


The Pravda statement was pub- 
lished shortly after it was an- 
nounced that German tank units 
attempting to move toward Rus- 
sia's rich Caucasus oil fields had 
been thrown back by the Red 
army in 12 consecutive attacks on 
the southwest front. 

Reporting increased air warfare 
over all sectors of the front, Prav- | 
da said the Nazis 
were making a 
desperate attempt 
to win back con. 
trol of the air. 

“The Germans 
never again will 
obtain air super- 
jority or the ele- 
ment of surprise,” 
Pravda said. 
“Russian planes 
are qualitatively 
superior to those 
of the Luftweffe.” 

The government newspaper Iz- 
vestia said one group of Russian 
planes in 80 fights had destroyed 
200 tanks and armored cars, 500 
trucks, 60 guns, 80 grounded planes, 
and killed 3,000 enemy troops 


FASTER CANNON 


Russian assault planes, it said, 
were equipped with ‘“Spitalny” 
cannon, which can fire several 


times faster than cannon on Ger- 
man mechanized units. 

Mikhail I. Kalinin, Soviet presi- 
dent, writing in the newspaper 
Iavestia, asserted that Germany's 
air superiority had been  over- 
come and that its tank supremacy 
was gradually being reduced.

Vichy Moves 


Seen Coming 


BERNE, Switzerland, April 
13.—(AP)—France’s demarka- 
tion line frontier, separating 
the occupied and unoccupied 
territories, was reported closed 
today awaiting expected devel- 
opments from Vichy on collab- 
oration conversations between 
Marshal Petain and the pro- 
Avis former vice-premier, 
Pierre Laval. 

German dispatches hinted that 
sensational anvouncements, poss- 
ibly including Laval’s re-entry in- 
to the Vichy cabinet and indefin- 
ite postponement of the Riom trial 
On France's military defeat, may 
be made tomorrow. 

(Halting of travel over the de- 
markation line is usually ordered 
by the German occupation authori- 
ties during periods of tense negotia- 
tions. The Riom trial is scheduled to 
reopen tomorrow after an 11-day 
Easter recess.) 

Petain and Laval were reported 
earlier today to have conferred 
three times since Saturday in an 
Axis-prompted renewal of negotia- 
tions for increased Vichy-German 
collaboration. 


Army Recruits 
Come Forward 
Steady Stream 


Recruiting for the Canadian 


Army is maintaining a satisfac- 
tery and continuous pace, stated 
Lt.-Col, James Mess, Ottawa, chief 
recruiting officer for Canada, who 
arrived in Edmonton Monday in 
the course of a tour of the Domin- 
fon. “The job which faces us is 
te maintain that steady stream 
of recruits,” he added, “and the 
work of civilian recruiting asso- 
clations is doing a splendid job 
in this work.” 

During his stop over in Edmon- 
ton, Lt.-Col. Mess will have. in- 
formal talks with members of the 
Edmonton Civilian Recruiting com- 
mittee. He will leave for Calgary 
Monday evening on his way to 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat and Re- 
gina, He expects to return to Mani- 
toba in May following a stay at 
headquarters in Ottawa. 


He praised the work of the Civil- 
ian committees, and especially the 
members of these committees who 
gave advice to prospective soldiers 
on their private affairs. 


He said the committees through- 
out the Dominion had given the 
greatest co-operation in the nation’s 
recruiting efforts, adding that the 
work of the recruiting advisors was 
dafly increasing. 

Lt.-Col. Mess stated that regard- 
less of political and other opinions, 
the public was wholeheartedly get- 
ting behind the recruiting campaign 
for the army. 

“Recruiting for the army is now 
Satisfactory, but it must be so main- 
tained. There must be a continuous 
stream of men for the army, and 
this stream can be obtained only 
through sustained recruiting efforts 
by all agencies engaged in the 
work,” Lt.-Col. Mess stated.

In any event, the British aerial 
activity has aided Russia, not only 
by dividing Hitler's aerial strength 
but by slowing up his war produc- 
\tion. The British raids have not 
been hit-or-miss, They have been 
carefully aimed at definite objec- 
tives such as communications, oil 
production and storage centers, and 
plants producing tanks, trucks, air- 
plane engines and the like. 

There is no reason to suppose that 
Britain will be unable to continue 
the aerial offensive. Ernest Bevin, 
British labor minister, declared 
that Britain is now producing as 
many planes as Germany, Italy and 
Japan combined. The United Na- 
tions will be backed by overwhelm- 
ing air superiority when they take 
the: offensive, he said.

OTTAWA, CANADA 
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Getting Away Early 


Up to Friday last permits had been 
taken out to put up more than 100 new 
dwelling houses in Edmonton. As there is 
a shortage of accommodation estimated to 
equal one thousand one-family houses, 
this early beginning indicates a building 
season of great activity. War conditions 
and regulations must have a restrictive 
bearing alike on supplies and labor, and 
on the types of buildings which can be 
erected. Within these limits, the steady 
and increasing demand for more living 
quarters makes it probable that house- 
building will rival, and may surpass, the 
record of last year. ‘ 

In former periods when building was 
active in Edmonton a large proportion of 
the houses erected, as well a8 other build- 
ings, were financed by the loan companies, 
These have not yet resumed business in 
Alberta, nor has the Dominion building- 
loan scheme been operative here. Houses 
now being built, like those built in recent 
years, are therefore financed out of sav- 
ings accumulated by the owners or by the 
making of private loans. Perhaps houses 
put up in these circumstances are less pre- 
tentious in some cases, but there is the 
off-setting advantage that many of them 
carry no mortgage debts at all and the 
others a correspondingly smaller debt. 

Edmonton’s new houses are Edmon- 
ton-owned, in the full sense of the term. 


The Defence Of India 


Collapse of the parleys at New Delhi 
can cause little surprise. It was only too 
evident from the outset that they had 
little prospect of success. Sir Stafford 
Cripps did all that man could do to recon- 
cile the irreconcilables, and he was evi- 
dently given a pretty free hand in arrang- 
ing compromises and accepting group 
amendments. But fast as Sir Stafford 
could find new formulas, the Congress 
party could find new reasons for rejecting 
them. 

Even the menace of Japanese con- 
quest could not overcome the ambitions of 
the Hindu leaders to rule all India—nor 
the resolution of the Moslems and Sikhs to 
rule themselves or continue the present 
set-up. This -basic cleavage was the un- 
changed and unchangeable factor behind 
all the jockeying. India has been tried and 
found wanting in political capacity for 
nationhood. Its peoples are as distinct, in 
blood and aims, as those in the Balkan 
peninsula, 

But it does not follow that the pros- 
pect of defending India is materially poor- 
er than it was last week. The notion that 
agreement among the factions would per- 
mit the waving of a magic wand which 
would bring an irresistible native army 
into existence overnight was only a fan- 
tasy of mental moonlight. Modern armies 
do not spring up in that mushroom 
fashion. 

The defence of India depends now, as 
it must have depended in any case, upon 
how many planes and ships and tanks and 
guns the Allied nations can send into that 
area, and upon the million half-trained 
Indian troops which Sir Archibald Wavell 
has already under arms—recruits whose 
service was in no way conditional upon the 
outcome of the Delhi debates. With, of 
course, whatever assistance the disagree- 
ing but anti-Japanese group leaders may 
find it possible to muster up in the 
eleventh hour. 


When A “Second Front?” 


That something is “cooking” at Lon- 
don is fairly obvious. Gen. Marshall and 
Mr. Hopkins did not go across just to see 
what England is like in April, and the 
conferences they have been holding were 
something more than tea parties. Nor 
was Beaverbrook sent to the United States 
for his health. While they do not know 
and cannot be told what plans are in the 
making, the peoples of the United Na- 
tions may rest assured that their Govern- 
ments and military leaders are taking 
counsel together with definite purposes in 
view and charting the road to victory be- 
hind the screen of necessary official 
secrecy. 

The concluding sentence in a London 
despatch reads “If the Government should 
adopt the ‘invasion now’ policy, it would 
be Britain's most closely guarded secret”. 

That observation will bear re-reading. 
It is obviously true, but behind the obvious 
truism is a hint that the policy may have 
been already adopted and will be set in mo- 
tion sooner than has been generally ex- 
pected unless the enemy should change 
the anticipated direction of his spring of- 
fensive. The possibility is not to be over- 
looked, and is not being overlooked at Lon- 
don, that Hitler may suddenly switch his 
supposed plans and launch his blitzkrieg 
at Britain instead of Russia. An invasion 
of the continent will hardly be attempted 
until it is clear which way he intends to 
strike. 

An offensive somewhere on the Nazi 
western front is only a question of time. 
But the time must be chosen with judg- 
ment, not by impulse. There are in Bri- 
tain 1,500,000 full-time soldiers. The other 
2,000,000 men in the defence force there 
are war workers, who spend their off 
hours on guard duty or drilling, That 1,- 
500,000 is the only mobile force on the 
enemys western flank. [Lf it were de- 


stroyed or crippled in a premature attempt 
to set up a second front on the continent, 
Hitler could throw his whole striking 
power against Russia or in any other direc- 
tion he might choose. 

The war can only be won by aggressive 
action. But when, where and how an of- 
fensive is to be launched by setting up a 
second front will have to be left to the 
military chiefs, and they cannot take the 
public into their confidence: ‘Military 
matters are for military men,” in the lan- 
guage of Prime aka Curtin. 


Signor Mussolini, it is said, has only 
two left of the seven heavy cruisers with 
which he entered the war twenty-two 
months ago. They were splendid vessels, 
but all he has to show for the five that 
lie on the bottom of the ocean, with more 
than half his battleships, are the memory 
of a lost empire, an empty treasury—and 
a crowd at Milan blocking traffic to get a 
glimpse of two hams displayed in a store 
window. Y 


When a Vancouver paper says people 
in considerable numbers have been leav- 
ing that city for “less vulnerable” points 
inland, there is no reason to doubt either 
the fact or the feeling of alarm which is 
causing the migration.

Last Saturday, on this broad- 
cast, I warned my listeners that

Indian Failure 


As everyone who understands 
the Indian situation had expect- 
ed, Sir Stafford Cripps’ negotia- 
tions have broken down com- 
pletely, the offer of the British 
Government has been withdrawn 
and the special envoy is believed 
to be on his way home. 

It is charged, in some irrespons- 
ible quarters, that Cripps was 
sent to accomplish an impossible 


Actually Germany has become 
the centre of the most ruthless 
monopoly capitalism the world 
has ever known.

tors, and liens on raw materials 
in subservient areas, where these 
industrialists, with the aid of an 
oppositionless government, can 
set the prices. 

There seems to be a theory 
abroad that German great indus- 
trialists aren’t making money in 
the third reich.

It is inconceivable that respon- 
sible ministers of the Crown 
would thus trifle with a hazard- 
ous situation, It is unthinkable 
that even political parties would 
stoop to such intrigue. 

Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that Sir Stafford Cripps was per- 
suaded to try to find a solution 
in two weeks to a problem that 
baffled such minds as those of 
Curzon, Willingdon and Halifax 
over more than a quarter of a 
century. It was a desperate 
chance, And it failed. 

Cfipps might have made a bet- 
ter showing had he played to the 
Moslems from the beginning of 
the negotiations, if he had opened 
the discussions with a _ blunt 
statement that the Moslems 
would never be subjected to 
government by the Hindus. In 
that way he would have had 
ninety million fighting Moslems 
with him from the first. However, 
this is no time to criticise efforts 
of which we, necessarily, know 
s0 little, 

Never Unity 


The plain fact is that India has 
never been able to govern her- 
self as a single nation, It is true 
that there have been periods in 
her history when she did achieve 
the appearance of unity. But on 
every occasion, this unity has 
been a superficial thing imposed 
on her by conquerors. 

Actually, British rule has bee 
the most benign and profitable 
experience that ever befell her. 

The diversity of her languages 
and religions ahd races and the 
bitterness with which each re- 
gards the others make her a 
natural prey for conquerors. In 
this world of turmoil and inter- 
national banditry, it is extremely 
doubtful if she could ever com- 
pletely govern herself as a single 
nation or maintain the peace 
among her units if she were 
divided into several units. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, therefore, 
cannot be blamed for failing to 
work a miracle. 

Doubtless this fiasco will weak- 
en our position in India. It will 
not affect the military situation 
directly, but it will establish the 
constant threat of embarrassing 
and hampering demonstrations 
prompted by pantless fanatics 
such as Mohandas Gandhi. 

If the Japanese can further 
extend their already miraculous- 
ly stretched out lines, there may 
be serious trouble and bad news 
from India. 


That Man Petain .

Some, of course, like Fritz Thys- 
sen, have run afoul of the ma- 
chinery, and lost their properties, 
But the Thyssen case was largely 
personal, 

The big armament firms, like 
Krupp, I. G. Farben, Hermann 
Goering works (Goering has be- 
come one of the richest men in 
Germany) have managed to get 
afound excess profits taxes and, 
by the system of subcontracting, 
to pass on the less profitable 
operations to the small firms 
while holding the big stuff for 
themselves. 

The German newspapers, in 
comments and editorials, admit, 
and occasionally with asperity, 
that great profiteering is going 
on. 


Prices were fixed—and quite 
generously—early in the game, 
but the concentration of contracts 
in a few hands and the immense 
turnover resulted in a radical re- 
duction of costs—without a cor- 
responding reduction in prices. 
In the few hundred leading heavy 
industrial firms capital accretions 
have been enormous. 

This has not occurred without 
opposition from the leftists in the 
Nazi party, and from time to 
time recommendations have been 
made for the reduction of profits. 
But always the big boys always 
have made “counter patriotic 
proposals,” and in the struggles 
that have gone on behind the 
scenes, they always have tri- 
umphed — at the cost of the 
smaller competitors and the 
masses of the people. 

The abolition of the trade 
unions and the streamlining of 


the labor front made it possible 
for the industrialists to keep 
wages down, up hours, and com- 
pensate the workers through free 
privileges paid for by the state, 
such as the famous strength 
through joy. 

Now the introduction of hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers 
from the occupied and con- 
quered territories gives the op- 
portunity to keep the German 
workers down by introducing an 
even worse paid labor, 

So that wherever the Nazi state 
has managed to reduce the prices 
of what it must purchase for the 
prosecution of the war, it has 
done so invariably at the cost of 
the smal] and medium firms and 
the workers. 

This, as well as the reverses in 
Russia, explains the unpopularity 
of the war against Russia, It 
also explains why Hitler in all 
his recent speeches is playing up 
to the workers and attacking the 
“pluto - democracies.” But the 

rman workers ate no fools, 
and they must know what sort 
Of con-game they have been let 
in for. 

And this tells us why it is abe 
solutely essential for this coune 
try. not to engage in war-profit- 
eering, and not to depress wages 
and general work standards. For 
this is a political war as well as 
a military war, and if a revolt 
ever occurs in Germany, it will 
Occur from an exasperated and 
ruthlessly exploited people. 

Then it would be well to have 
some other constructive ideas at 
large besides those advanced by 
the Russian communists.

grew in volume and_ urgency 
that diplomatic links be com- 
pletely severed with the govern- 
ment of Marshal Petain and that 
the Allies take immediate steps 
to secure’ those French posses- 
sions which threaten our safety, 
and hand them over to the com- 
mittee of General de Gaulle.’ 

Someone took the trouble, this 
week, to look back into the record 
of Marshal Petain and discovered 
that, in the opinion of his supe- 
riors and colleagues, at least, 
Marshal Petain has been no 
superman, that his supposedly 
sterling and heroic qualities were 
merely one of those legends that 
come out of the confusion and 
hysteria of war. 

This was quoted from the me- 
moirs of Marshal Joffre, as he 
writes of the Battle of Verdun in 
June of 1916: 

“The firm countenance of 
Foch,” he writes, “when he came 
to general staff headquarters had 
quieted the excessive fears by 
which Petain had again alarmed 
the world.” 

Joffre regarded Petain as the 
champion alarmist, defeatist and 
pessimist, 

Exploded Myth 

Again, Raymond Poincare, 
president of the Republic, wrote 
this in 1918: 

“Clemenceau takes me_ aside 
and tells me: ‘Petain, owing to 
his pessimism, is irritating. 
Imagine, he told me something 
I would not trust to anyone but 
you; he stated, “the Germans will 
defeat the British in the field, 
after which they will also defeat 
us.” Should a general talk or 
even think in that manner?’” 

And here is Joffre, speaking 
again in 1918: 

“Though it is not within my 
scope, I have seen and known 
enough to understand Petain has 
committed the same fauJts as he 
did when he wanted to abandon 
Verdun. The situation can be 
saved if one seriously wants it.” 

In his book, “Defence of Am- 
erica,” published in 1931, A. 
Cheradame tells how he urged 
Petain to intervene against the 
politicians who, by their disarma- 
ment and unpreparedness mad- 
ness were driving France to dis- 
aster, To this suggestion that 
Petain should intervene against 
the politicians, the Marshal an- 
swered this: 

“But, my dear friends, it would 
break me.’ 

In other words, Petain refused 
to jeopardize his own comforts 
and privileges to save the coun- 
try by employing the dubious 
magic of his name. 

Is it any wonder, then, that 
Petain is like wax in the hands 
of men like Darlan who believe 
Germany will win the war and 
who hope to profit thereby? 

The world is beginning to see 
that the “hero of Verdun” is an 
overrated myth and that to trust 
him with control of points like 
Martinique, where German sub- 
marines refuel, is not fay removed 
from suicide.

Migration and settlement on a 
large scale must be looked for 
after the war, and this means 
planning and planning now, was 
the opinion expressed by Com- 
missioner David C. Lamb, C.M.G., 
LL.D« O.F., retired commissioner 
of the Salvation Army, London, 
England, who arrived in Edmon- 
ten Monday in the course of a 
tour of North America, including 
Canada. % ‘ 
Commissioner Lamb referred to 

his trip as a “hitch-hike”’ round 
the world, as he was permitted to 
take only ten pounds with him 
from Britain. He will address a 
public meeting here on Monday 
evening at the Salvation Army 
Citadel. 

“I am retired from active ser- 
vice and free to speak for myself. 
I do not now speak for any organ- 
izatfon or government. So far as 
our Western Civilization is con- 
cerned we must contemplate migra- 
tion and settlement on a large and 
grand scale—developing agricul- 
ture and industries; and let me in- 
terject here this thought. In all 
our approaches to and considera- 
tions of the great problems which 
even now are Jooming on the hori- 
zon, I am for the humanities gov- 
erning economics and politics and 
not as I fear has been largely true 
in the past whem economies and 
politics have governed the human- 
ities," Commissioner Lamb stated. 

“The continent of Europe will be 
very sick and the British Isles will 
be in the throes of the greatest 
social, economic, industrial and 
political upheaval they have ever 
known, Think of the homes de- 
stroyed and uprooted, and the 
transfer of industries of all kinds. 
Millions of decent families will per- 
force have to make a fresh start 
and build new homes for them- 
selves elsewhere; and I can predict 
with some confidence that hun. 
dreds of thousands will desire to 
settle in the North American con- 
tinent. What is to be the answer of 
her statesmen and her people to 
this appeal? How will you meet 
it? The answer must be at once 


generous and adequate. There 
must be no hesitancy amongst the 
workers lest newcomers usurp 


their positions and create unem- 
ployment.”

In the past, chronic arthritis has 
been mistakenly called @ disease 9! 
the joints, because the joints suffer 
most from its attacks, but it is now 
realized that arthritis is a disease 
of the whole body, the chief symp- 
| toms of which are seen jn the joints. 

It is accompanied by an intestinal 
tract which is not eliminating poi- 
sons fast enough, by poor circulatiun 
through certain parts of the boay 
which deprives the joints of the | 
proper blood supply, and by a 
faulty method of handling sugars | 
and siarches within the body. The 
disturbances in thg joints are only 
the result of other conditions and 
the joints cease to suffer when the 
real causes of the trouble are re- 
moved. 

Chronic arthritis in the form 
popularly called arthritis defor- 
mans is a disease occurring from 
the age of 40 onward. It is 
therefore a disease of middle age 
rather than of younger life. Its, 
chief changes are seen in the 
joints themselves where there 
may be a pouring ouf ‘of new 
bone causing lips or ridges to be|. 
produced which deform the shape 
of the joint. These extra ridges 
interfere with the movement of 
the joint and cause stiffness, loss 
of motion, and in some cases, 
pain, 

As the disease progresses, the 
cartilage slowly calcifies and 
then wears away, which removes 
the natural protection from the 
end of the bone. It is as though 
the shock absorbers between the 
two ends of bone meeting at the 
joint, are gone. With movement, 
the ends of bone jar against each 
other, thus producing still fur- 
ther irritation, 

These ridges show up under 
the X-ray and explain the de- 
formity of the joint so commonly 
seen. 

The symptoms of arthritis de- 
velop very slowly and the dis- 
ease gradually omes worse 
with the years.

As the deformity of the joints | 
increases, the patient is crippled | 
to such an extent that he can 
no longer work. Because of the 
crippling power of the disease 
and because of its extreme pain 
it has been called “The Devil's 
Torment.” While arthritis is not 
a killing disease, it is foremost 
in the ranks of the crippling dis- 
orders.

LAYS CABLE FAST 

Additional signals corps exhibit is 
a mechanical cable laying device. 
Mounted on a truck it can lay 45 
miles an hour. Compared to the 
old hand cable laying equipment 
the new apparatus looks very com- 
plicated. One mile an hour was good 
speed for the hand machine. 

In miniature is shown how: the 
Canadian army headquarters are 
connected through a gigantic sig- 
hals system covering all parts of 
the dominion. . 

Im the next car one sees the 
many foods that so to make up 
the daily rations of the Canadian 
soldier, the best-fed soldier in the 
world, The tableware and mess 
equipment, featuring short knives, 
designéd to conserve steel, are on 
display. 

The engineers have the next car 
all to themselves, Pontoons of the 
floating type, and boats for emerg- 
ency bridging, are depicted in min- 
iature. 


COMPLETE KITS 

In the ordnance 
shown the 
Canadian soldiers. Summer and 
winter types of uniforms are dis- 
played, with the white ski outfit 
against painted backgrounds of the 
tropics and the Arctic 

The Women's Auxiliary Army 
Corps uniforms, and 
walking-out suits to be issued 
shortly to Canadian soldiers for 
dress wear, form another exhibit 
of interest. There is a complete 
soldier's kit spread on a camp bed. 
And there's everything from the 
toothbrush to the bugle that wakes 
him in the morning to brush his 
teeth. 

Gas decontamination suits and 
a Lee-Enfield rifle with the new 
short, narrow bayonet are next in 
line. 

Then comes the 25-pound com- 
bination field gun and howitzer, 
the deadliest development in 
tleld artillery sitce the last war. 

There follow exhibits of the 

many types of ammunition manu- 
factured in Canada, ranging all 
the way from the rifle cartridge 
to the huge 9.2 shells. 

The two and three-inch trench 
mortars are interesting exhibits. 

Several types of anti-aircraft 
shells and all the members of the 
machine gun family are near the 
end of the ordnance car. There 
are the Lewis, the Bren and the 
Thompson sub machine gun, better 
known as the Tommy gun. This 
latter gun can sputter a leaden 
hail of death of 720 rounds to the 
minute, 

The’ two-pound, anti-tank, arm- 
or-plercing gun ts a formidable 
weapon. It fires a shell capable 
ef penetrating armor of 2% 
inches at 1,000 yards. 

The Canadian soldier doesn't 
need to have that tooth-ache long. 
The dental car shows a laboratory 
crammed with the very latest, in- 
cluding an X-ray machine. 

The medical exhibit is every- 
thing from the field dressing to the 
base hospital.

AN ALTERNATIVE 


If no warning is given, the chil- 
dren are being instructed to leave 
their desks immediately a raid 
starts, and to crouch &nd huddle 
away from windows and close to 
class-room walls, shielding their 
faces from flying glass. 

A display drill of that nature 
brought the children to their posi- 
tion instantly, without confusion, 
although there was a certain 
amount of obvious nervousness, 
when the crashing sound of books 
falling from a desk filled the room 
after the “huddle”. 

STUDY NEW PLAN 

An alternative plan may later be 
adopted at the school to have the 
500-odd children of the school as- 
sefnble in the ground floor hall, 
cloge to the walls, for safety, since 
that particular basement is con- 
sidered by fire department officials 
as unsafe for a shelter.
